• mitted to deduct his ad valorem 
tax on property from which the 
income was earned, was "one of 
the fairest and 
most 
equitable 


levies the state could make." 
"If an income tax is enacted it 
should begin with 
comparatively 


low brackets bearing an extreme- 
ly low rate," Allred said.

Deductions for losses are di- 


vided into four classes, and to be 
allowed must follow closely the 
wording of the income-tax law. 
Losses are deductible if incurred 
(1) in the taxpayer's trade, busi- 
ness, or profession; (2) in any 
transaction . entered into for prof- 
it; (3) from fires, storms, ship- 
wreck, or other 
casualties, 
or 


from theft; and (4) from wager- 
ing transactions. 


Business losses result, usually, 


from the purchase and sale of 
merchandise. 
Such losses usually 


are ascertained by means of In-

date, which is March 15, If the

Six "baby bonds" were purchased 
by President Roosevelt today in 
a white house ceremony that sig- 
nalized a nation-wide offering to 
1he "little fellow" of a new gov- 
ernment security. 


Postmaster General Farley made 


the sale with Secretary Morgen- 
thau looking on. Throughout the 
land, 14,000 
postoffices 
made 


available to the people the sam* 
opportunity to invest in federal 
bonds. 


Mr. Roosevelt purchased a $25 


bond for each of his five grand 
children and one of the same de- 
nomination for 
himself. 
They 


were the first sold of the initial 
offering. 


The white house scene was ar- 


ranged 
especially 
to 
start 
the 


campaign. 
Mr. Roosevelt inquired 


of the Postmaster General and 
Secretary 
Morgenthau about the 


savings bonds. 


"Suppose I want to cash my 


bond in a hurry?" he asked. 


"In case of emergency" Morgen 


thau said, "the government will 
redeem your bond at any time 
after 60 days from the date of is- 
s"uc. You can not be deprived of 
payment through loss, theft or 
destruction. 
The government al- 


ways replaces them. 


"Your name is written on the 


face of the bond when you buy it, 
and the United States 
treasury 


will have a record of your owner- 
ship. 
It will eovn keep the obnd 


for you if you request it." 


"That sounds like a pretty good 


proposition to me" the President 
replied. "I want to buy right now 
six of the $25 bonds—one for each 
of my grandchildren and one for 
myself." 


Mr. Roosevelt then paid $112.50 


receiving 50 cents change for J113 
he handed over to Farley.

the large intestine. The spleen was 
also in the chest space. 


Because of the presence of these 


abdominal organs in the chest the 
left lung was shriveled and col- 
lapsed and the heart was shifted 
in its position from the left over 
toward the right side. 


Second Phase of Operation 


The second phase of the opera- 


tion consisted In the reduction of 
the hernia.. This 
meant, first, 


freeing the space through which 
the organs had entered the chest 
wall from 
the 
adhesions there 


formed. Next, the other adhesions 
of the small and large intestines 
to the lung and the heart covering 
were severed. 


The surgeon Dr. ' Philemon E. 


Truesdale, was now In a position 
to replace the displaced organs in 
the abdominal cavity. 


The third step of the operation 


consisted in clearing the opening 
in the diaphragm of all the sur- 
rounding adhesions. The opening 
was then closed by stitching the 
edges together 
along its entire 


length. 


This 
opening 
extended 
half 


through the thickness of the body, 
running from the 'center to the 
chest wall 
on the left side. The 


opening was five inches in length 
and measured three inches wide. 


The nerve which controls the 


motion of the left half of the 
diaphragm was paralyzed by the 
injection of alcohol. This will limit 
the movements of the diaphragm 
and should facilitate healing. This 
paralysis is not permanent. 
Its 


effects may last for several weeks 
or months. 
Operation Consumed 
More Than Two Hours

W)—Ten-year-old Alyce Jane Mc- 
Henry's Inverted stomach and oth- 
er misplaced organs were put In 
their normal positions in an opera- 
tion of more than two hours' dura- 
tion at the Truesdale Hospital to- 
day. 


The little girl, who went to the 


operating room with a song on her 
lips, recovered consciousness about 
an hour after the operation and 
asked for a drink of water. She 
was apparently in good condition, 
but sergeons said 
the 
outcome 


could be determined only by the 
reaction In the next several days. 


The whole replacement at once 
was a surprise. Dr. Philemon E. 
Truesdale said, that when the situ- 
ation became apparent in all de- 
tails on the operating table it was 
so grave that the entire proceed- 
ing had to be gone through at once. 
He had anticipated that the pro- 
cess might be slow, time and gravi- 
tation letting the misplaced organs 
slide down gradually to the ab- 
domen. 


Was Good Patient 


Alyce was a "good patient," that 


is she appeared to stand the oper- 
ation well. 


Her stomach, upside down, tuck- 


ed up under her shoulder was only 
part of the misplaced abdominal 
organs. It was in her left chest 
c-avlty along with all but two ft«t 
of her intestines, also her spleen 
and her appendix. Her liver was not 
misplaced. 


Whether operation is a "success" 


Dr. Truesdale said will depend en- 
tirely on her recovery.-

Flying Trapeze" as she went Into 
the operating room with her moth- 
er, Mrs. 
Louella 
McHenry of 


Omaha, Neb., and her aunt, Mrs. 
Loren Nelson of Omaha. 


Dr. Truesdale, head of the hos- 


pital which bears his name, had 
the assistance of three other sur- 
geons. She smiled at them all when 
they greeted her prior to the oper- 
ation. She had slept so soundly that 
nurses had to awaken her for the 
attentions of the surgeons. 


Four In Operation 


Dr. Truesdale was assisted by 


Dr. C. H, Hawes, Dr. W. D. At- 
wood and Dr. Albert Miller (anes- 
thetist). 


All gave their services without 


charge. There were no fees for any 
Of the hospital staff. Orders were 
given to spare no effort or expense. 


Traveling expenses for Alyce from 


Omaha to Fall River were met by 
an Omaha business man. 


Her case attracted national at- 


tention and the operation was wit- 
nessed by a number of surgeons 
from other cities.

The President asserted that the
